The Academy Ambassadors are a group of 
students who visit surrounding grade schools to talk 
to junior high students about OA. The group is a 
mix of freshmen, sophomores, juniors, and seniors 
that are chosen through a series of one-on-one 
interviews. The trips taken to the other schools take 
place during school hours, so the Ambassadors get 
out of school and go out to eat on their way back. 

Academy Ambassadors didn’t just visit other 
schools this year, they also hosted an open house 
where prospective students and OA students along 
with their families were invited to tour the school, 
see all the classrooms, and meet and visit with their 
child’s teachers. The Ambassadors were the tour 
guides for each group. Along with the open house, 
the Ambassadors also get assigned a “shadow”™ 
when schools come to visit. A shadow is a student 
who follows an OA student around all day and 
discovers what a day at OA is like. If there is a large 
number of students visiting, the Ambassadors, along 
with other OA students, get a shadow, but if there 
are only a few students visiting, only the 
Ambassadors take part in the shadow process.
